Highway Icy 
As First Storm 
Of Seasoa Hits 

This season s first winter storm 
blasted Southern Alberta Saturday 
night, bringing from one to four 
inches of snow and making all 
hard-surfaced roads extremely slip¬ 
pery. Roads remained open b u t 
driving was very hazardous and 
many motorists suddenly found 
themselves in the ditch as high¬ 
ways over most of the province 
became very icy. 

Sunday night temperature was 
around the zero mark. The fore¬ 
cast on Tuesday was for somewhat 
warmer weather later this week.

Vulcan, Alberta 


Maintaining a network of vital 
communications during a wartime 
situation was further tested by 
Alberta Government Telephones 
personnel recently, as part of Exer¬ 
cise "Tocsin 1966.” 

The test, which extended from 
the early morning hours of Friday 
and was completed during the 
afternoon, required the movement 
of approximately one hundred 
senior AGT officials to locations 
at Red Deer, Penhold, Lethbridge 
and Vegreville. 

Exercise Tocsin was a two-phase 
nationally controlled emergency 
exercise involving Federal Pro¬ 
vincial and zonal governments 
across Canada. 

AGT’s part in the scheme was 
to test the provision of communica¬ 


tions for the continuity of Govern¬ 
ment, Industry, and essential ser¬ 
vices in a national emergency. 

Travelling from Edmonton and 
Calgary by bus, the AGT personnel 
arrived at their various sites dur¬ 
ing the early morning and were 
joined by those officials ordinarily 
on duty at the locations. Several 
theoretical problems were present¬ 
ed to the groups and solved by 
direct communications with re¬ 
storation locations at Red Deer, 
Vegreville and Lethbridge. 

Exercise Avalanche, a similar 
testing procedure conducted last 
year, was also found to be success- 
ful, although the 1966 Exercise 
contained refinements planned as 
a result of the experience gained 
last year.

In addi¬ 
tion to these precautions, the 
Allieita Securities Conunis- 
siuu is continuously conduct¬ 
ing auditsaiul has full author¬ 
ity to investigate complaints 
lodged with it by the public. 
To maintain contact with na¬ 
tion and international securi¬ 
ties fields, the Commission 
works in co-operation with 
similar Commissions in other 
provinces and the United 
States. 


...how old a boy should 
be before he starts learn¬ 
ing the practical side of 
forest conservation? 

Ten, according to the Alberta 
Forest Service, Department 



of Lands and Forests. That’s 
the minimum age at which a 
boy can become a member of 
the Junior Forest Wardens, 
an organizat ion originated by 
the Training Branch of the 
Service, and now admini¬ 
stered by the Department of 
Youth, which teaches proper 
conservation needs and pro¬ 
cedures. A year ’round pro¬ 
gram of learning is capped hv 
ten days of practical experi¬ 
ence at camp. When a Junior 
Forest Warden reaches the 
age of 17 or 18, he can apply 
for work as a Junior Forest 
Ranger. As such, he will at¬ 
tend a two month summer 
work camp where he will be 
actively engaged in forest 
conservation projects. Such 


practical experience helps him 
decide if he wants to enter 
this profession. If he does, he 
can enrol in a two year forest 
technology course provided 
by the Northern Alberta In¬ 
stitute of Technology in con¬ 
junction with the Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Forests. 

...what is the source of 
Alberta's school books? 


From Grade One’s "Seeing 
Through Arithmetic” to 
Grade Twelve’s “Mathema¬ 
tics 32’’, all text books used 
in Alberta schools are dis¬ 
tributed to dealers, teachers 
and school boards by the 
School Books Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Edu¬ 
cation. School boards may 
sell the books to students at 
cost, they may rent texts or 
make them available free of 
charge. A discount of 40 per 
cent off list price is allowed 
where books are provided free 
or are rented to students at a 
cost of not more than one 
third the price of the book. A 
total of $3.5 million worth of 
texts will be distributed dur¬ 
ing this school year.

Dear Homemakers: 

This may be a bit early, but 
I thought that I would pass along 
a few hints to you busy home¬ 
makers for some home made 
Christmas decorations. These Logs, 
Cones and Cakes can be made 
ahead of time, so that you will 
have them ready before the really 
busy season starts. These also 
make very nice inexpensive gifts. 

YULE LOGS FOR FIREPLACE 

To make sparkling “joy logs,” 
have old newspapers and any other 
absorbent paper, also coloured 
soctions > rolled to form logs about 
16 inches long. Do not place too 
many papers in a roll as they 
swell. Tie with heavy twine, not 
too tightly and soak in the follow¬ 
ing solution: 

Four pounds of bluestone (blue 
vitriol or sulphate of copper); three 
pounds of rock salt, dissolve 
thoroughly in one gallon of water, 
using the same propbrtions for as 
much as needed. For extra colour 
effects add one ounce of borax 
(green flame) or barium nitrate 
(green flame) or potassium chlor¬ 
ide (purple flame).

QUEENSTOWN 


Soak the "logs” for three or four 
weeks in this solution, turning end 
for end frequently. As the solution 
will corrode metal, the soaking 
should be done in a plastic vessel 
or in a stone crock. It should be 
handled with gloves, as it will 
stain the hands or clothing. It is 
an internal poison and should be 
kept away from children and 
animals. 

During the early autumn or 
summer is the best time to make 
”joy logs ( " as they have a better 
chance of drying; unless thorough- 
ly dry, they are of no use. 

One log in an open fireplace 
will burn almost the entire even¬ 
ing, throwing out rainbow colors. 
Wrapped in red paper, tied at each 
end, they make delightful gifts. 

Cones may be soaked a few days 
to a week in this solution too, 
dried, and put in bags for holiday 
presents. 

FROSTED CONES FOR 
FIREPLACE 

Dry chemical mixture: 2-lb. 
coarse salt. 1-lb. borax. 1-lb. blue- 
stone (copper sulphate) coarse 
grade. 

Pulverize the bluestone if t h e 
pieces are large. Dip cones in thin 
shellac, so that they are tacky 
then roll in the chemical mixture, 
and set aside to dry. The cones 
give off blue, orange and green 
flames when tossed on a bed of 
coals in the fireplace. Small pieces 
of bark or driftwood can be used 
instead of cones. 

The chemical mixture is corro¬ 
sive—mix in crockery, plastic, 
heavy cardboard or a heavy bag. 
Use rubber gloves when handling. 
Also POISON—keep out of reach 
of children and animals. 

You need 10 oz. of shellac to 
coat enough cones to use up the 
amount of chemical given aboive. 
This would yield frosted small 
pine cones to fill a 10 lb. sugar 
bag. 

KING ALFRED CAKES FOR 
FIREPLACE 

Make up same dry chemical mix¬ 
ture. Melt paraffin in double 
boiler, pour a thin layer in the 
bottom of each paper cup or paper 
baking cup. Spoon (wooden) a 
little of the chemical mixture in 
on top of the paraffin, seal the top 


with more paraffin. Decorate with you a great deal enjoyment for 
a cone if you wish. The wax can your Yule Time. I will be back 
be coloured by melting bits of next week with more hints and 
candle ends or crayons with it. information for the busy home- 
I hope that the above will give makers in this county.
